taken out of the house to a remote 
part of some street and left for pedes­ 
trians or policemen to find. 
A fear is felt that more than 12 men 
among those who have come to Beau­ 
mont and were afterward reported as 
"missing” have been murdered, and 
that their bodies are now at the bot­ 
tom of the river. In the last three 
months at least 50 Inquiries for miss 
, ing men have been received,

while no one supposed that the gang 
had murdered so many as 50, there* is 
a fear that some of the disappearances 
are due to their work. 
Five bodies have been found In the 
river since the first of the year. The 
Bennett woman was arrested Sunday 
on suspicion of being connected with 
the murder of Benjamin Pearson, one 
of the five known victims.
